A Peace-Tim e Hero 
1\N I SOO there died one of the most 
A fam ous Americans of bis day. He 
had received more honors during his 
lifetim e 
than any 
citizen 
of 
the 
United States ever had before. Con­ 
gress voted him a special medal and 
Queen Victoria presented him with 
a jew eled miniature of herself. 
He 
w as buried with kingly honors in 
W estm inster abbey. 
Later bis body 
was carried to Ids own country and 
it w as borne on 
England’s finest 
warship. 
Now two American towns, 
an American college and museums 
at 
Harvard, 
Vale 
and 
Baltim ore 
bear bis name. 
His statue stands 
in the Hall of Fame at New York 
university. 
Vet today it is doubt- ■ 
fill if one American in a hundred;

about tile life of George Peabody.

name is a monument to his desire 
to train teachers for public school 
work.. 


The Inscription under his statue 
in the Hall of Fame is the best an­ 
swer to the .'-ccusation of “money 
mad America.” 
It reads “Looking 
‘forw ard beyond my stay on earth I 
Can see our country becoming rich­ 
er and more powerful. 
But to make 
her prosperity more than superficial, 
"lier moral and intellectual develop­ 
ment should 
keep pace with her 
material w un I th.”
